‘Parseys, who carried their dead to the top 
of bigh towers, where they were certain to 
ba immediately preyed upon by the vultures. 
The Kaintehadiles, poingtn step further, 
aetusity keep dogs for the oxpreas purposs 
of enting up the. defunct mombera of the 
community.” The hunters who ara so to be 
disposed. of look forward with plessure to 
their fate, being assured that in the next 
world they will have the better sunply of 
sporting dogs to hunt with, Tho Golchinns 
are said to have bung up thoir dead people 
in the branches of tall trees, ‘possibly from 
an idea that thereby they: were takivg tham 
part of thair way. tu the regions'above. The 
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Bevptian rummy, after baing kept foro 
long tine in tie honae of the relations, was 
taken to the banks of a lake, Then a regular 
judgment was hel, before; 48" jndees.

massacre of the prisoners who had been 
employed to execute the work.”
